“Young Cortett’’ a Victor 
in Eleventh Round. 
Fiecce Fight not Satisfactory to 
McGovern’s Friends. 
Two Shamrocks on Trial Spin— 
Western Baseball Magnates. 
Race-track Events.

SAN FRANCISCO, March 31.—{Ex- 
clusive Dispatch.}] The Corbett-Mc- 
Govern fight, tonight, for the feather- 
Weight championship, was the fiercest 
fight San Francisco has seen in many 
moons. The victory went to “Young 
Corbett” in the eleventh round, and it 
Was a popular success, for the Denver 
boy put up a clean, fair fight, while 
Terry fought a nasty, foul battle, and 
Strained the Queensberry rules to the 
utmost. 

It was a picturesque fight, and full 
ef variety, for it was the contest of 
a& very clever boxer keeping off the 
fierce rushes of one of the savagest in- 
fighters the ring has ever seen. From 
start to finish, Terry tried to get in at 
Corbett's wind in clinches. He would 
rush in, clinch, and then try to ham- 
mer “Cobett just over the belt with 
half-arm jolts, and also over the kid- 
meys. Terry showed all his old-time 
speed and fierceness, but he met his 
match in Corbett, who never lost his 
head, and who was able to. protect 
< himself from these short-arm biows 
. that have proved fatal to all other 
men that McGovern has met. 

Corbett, after every clinch, led for 
Terry's head or wind, and he landed 
so frequently that he easily showed his 
superiority as a boxer. He hit Terry 
several clean blows in the first round, 
and throughout the fight he had all the 
best of the leads. Only: once was Cor- 
Bett distressed, and that was in the 
| minth round, when Terry landed a teft 
Swing on Corbett’s wind. Though 
Badly used up, Corbett showed great 
cunning, and hung onto Terry until he 
frecuperated. In the next round he 
had fully recovered, and in the elev- 
enth round, after a few preliminary 
rallies, ‘Terry exposed himself after a 
clinch, and Corbet landed with a left 
Swing on the jaw, and followed this 
with half a dozen blows, delivered like 
lightning on face and jaw, which sent 
Terry to the floor in a sitting pos- 
ture.

FIGHT BY ROUNDS. 

MECHANICS’ PAVILION, fan 
Francisco, March 31.-—By 58:30 o'clock, 
when the contestants in the first pre- 
luminary entered the ring, the big 
amphitheater was packed with a cheer- 
ing, unpatient crowd. Outside a driz- 
ziing rain was failing, but this did not 
dampen the enthusiasm of the crowd, 
which stretched for haif a block either 
side of the door even blocked tne 
streets in front. It waa estimated at 
that time that nearly 11,000 people were 
inside the hall, the biggest crowd that 
ever witnessed a fight in San Fran- 
cisco 


‘che first preliminary Was a ten- 
round “go’ between “Dixie Kid,” a 
cgiored welter-weight from Los An- 
gcles, and Eddie Cain of Brooklyn, Mc- 
Govern's sparring partner. “Dixie 
Kid” won in the second round, with a 
right to the jaw. Cain was not out, 
but when he went down he turned his 
ankle bad!y. and was unable to get up. 
The sprain was a bad one and it was 
neééeseary to carry Cain from the ring. 

The second preliminary, a six-round 
“go” between Cal, Mejia and Jimmy 
Carroll, Jr. both of San Francisco, 
wae deciared a draw. 

There was the usual crop of chal- 
lenges (to the winner, and fight an- 
nouncements before the contestants en- 
tered the ring. 

At 9:40 o'clock “Young Corbett,” at- 
tended by Aleck Greggains, Tim Mc- 
Grath, Billy Otte and Marry Tuthill, 
entered the ring. There was but little 
demonstration when the champion 
clambered through the ropes and coolly 
tested the canvas covering of tne ring 
floor before choosing his corner. His 
cholce was the northeast. Rosy-cheeked, 
clear-eyed, his muscles playing like 
Stec!l bands beneath his skin, Corbett 
looked the perfect athiete. ; 

At %:52 o'clock, amid a mighty roar 
from the crowd, MteGovern climbed 
through the ropes, eccompanied by 
Sam Harris and his seconds, Charlie 
Mayhood, Eddie Cain and Joe Angeli. 
Terry turned around once or twice 
rubbed his nose reflectively, then 
walked to Corbett's corner and selemn- 
ly offered his hand. Corbett took ft, 
but it was evident there wag not the 
friendliest feeling in the world between 
the two fighters. Both had their hands 
heavily bandage. 

As McGovern stripped off his sweater 
his perfect condition was apparent. He 
claimed he was trained to the hour, 
and he looked it. Corbett looked at 
least three or four pounds the heavier 
of the two, and there was probably 
that much difference in their weight as 
they answered the gone. 

First round—Both came quickly to 
the center. Corbett put his left to the 
head. Terry bored in with a left to the 
ribs, and got away from a left jab. 
McGovern ducked a left, but a moment 
later got a right on the jaw and went 
down for a seven-second count. He was 
evidentiy .very groggy when he got 
up, and fforbett put three lefts to 
Terry's nése. McGovern rushed desper- 
ately, and swinging his right opened a 
cut over Corbett's eye. The men 
fought furiously in the clinch. As Gra- 
ney separated thern McGovern sank his 
right in Corbett's ribs. Corbett retali- 
ated with two lefts to the jaw. Me- 
Govern put his left to the ear as the 
gong sounded. McGovern recovered 
very quickly from his knockdown, his 
good condition being apparent. 

Second round—McGovern rushed like 
a bull. In an inetant Corbett's eye was 
open, but Corbett put a right uppercut 
twice to Terry's chin. The blows were 
so fast it was hard to keep track of 
them. They exchanged rights to the 
jaw. McGovern put a left to the nose 
and got a right to the ear. Terry 
blocked a right hook and put a left 
to the ear. McGovern slammed a right, 
left and right to the stomach, and Cor- 
bett was groggy. As they came to- 
gether again Corbett put a right to 
the jaw, and McGovern went down and 
half through the ropes for a seven 
count. Corbett rushed as McGovern got 
up, and put left and rieht to the head. 

eGovern swung a right to the head. 
Both showed the effect« of the furious 
milling as they took their corners, 

Third round—Corbett put five straight 
lefts to Terry's mouth. He repeated It. 
and then put a right hard to McGov- 
ern’s ribs. In the clinch that followed, 
McGovern put right and left to, the 
head. Corbett swung a right to the 
jaw and uppercut with right to the 
stomach and chin. MeGovern hooked 
two rights to the stomach and got a 
right uppercut in on the ribs. Corbett 
uppercut to the stomach. McGovern 
swung a right to Corbett's eye. and 
nearly put him down. Corbett hooked 
a left to the stomach, missed a right 
to the jaw, and got a left in the stom- 
ach. 

Fourth round—Corbett put two lefts 
to the nose and hooked one to the jaw, 
getting a left to the jaw and a right 
to the stomach in return. They ex- 
changed left jabs to the face. Corbett 
poked his left twice to MeGovern's face 
and got a ieft to the stomach. McGov- 
ern seemed unable to vold Corbett's 
left jab, but fought carefully. never- 
theless. Corbett hooked a left to the 
eye. McGovern kept coming, but got 
into a clinch. MeGovern got two lefts 
to the jaw and put a hard right over 
the heart and miered - hard teft to the 
jaw. Corbett missed Terry with a right 
uppercut by half an inch.

McGovern 
put in a right hard to the ribs, and 
both men slipped down. Corbett put a 
left on MecGovern's jaw and Terry was 
nearly out. Corbett, seeing McGovern’'s 
distress, rushed, and, getting McGov- 
ern in a neutral corner, swung right, 
left and right to the jaw. MeGovern’'s 
knees wobbied, and his head sank, Cor- 
bett, steadying himeelf, swung his rikht 
squarely on McGovern's jaw, and the 
littie Brooklyn fighter went squarely 
on his back, his head striking the floor 
with a thud. He lifted his head at the 
count of three, turned over and looked 
at the timekeepers, his eyes glassy and 
rolling. As the timekeeper called seven 
he attempted to get on his feet, but he 
was unable. Just after the timekeepers 
called ten, McGovern, dazed and clearly 
gone, got to his feet; but he was an in- 
stant too late. Referee Graney swung 
his hands in the air as a signal that 
the fight was over, and that Corbett 
had retained the championship. 

In an instant a terrific uproar took 
place. Mctiovern’s backers, maddened 
by the sight of their favorite being 
dragged to his corner a defeated man, 
swarmed around and into the ring. 
They were not quicker than the police. 
men, however, who piled them pell- 
meil through the ropes. For five min- 
utes the uproar continued. Then the 
lights were turned down and the 
crowd filed out.

SHAMROCK III'S TRIAL SPIN. 
FASTEST CHALLENGER BUILT. 


(BY THE ASSOCIATED PHRESS—A M} 
GOUROCK (Scotland) March 31.— 


Shamrock I went for a trial spin today. 
Sunshine and a jight steady breeze had 
succeeded the wild weather of last 
week. Though the breeze was light, it 
was decided not to risk anything, and 
the cup challenger’s working topsall 
Was accordingly set. Shamrock 1 fol- 
lowed suit. 

The challenger was the first to leave 
her moorings, and looked the picture of 
a racer as she headed off shore. Opt in 
Gourock Bay the wind was so light that 
the motion Was more drifting than 
sailing. Shamrork III slipped through 
the water without leaving a rippie, and 
carried her head well up, fhe firat 
time the challenger broke a tack it 
Was apparent that by shortening her 
fin Designer Fife had produced a boat 
which was fast on her heel, even com- 
pared with cup racers. She carried her 
way right through the turning, and 
was off on her new co e, while the 
older boats would have nm still look- 
ing at it, thus showing herself free from 
the greatest weakness of Shamrock II. 

There was No attempt at a set race, 
Shamrock | went off over a mile ahead, 
and then the sheets were trimmed off 
both boats, and a course was laid down 
channel. The two yachts were ciose- 
hauled while crossing the mouths of 
Holy Loch and-Loch Long, and the 
wind was squally and uncertain. They 
both sailed faster as they both got a 
better breeze, and the challenger 
showed herself to be a little tender in 
equally weather, but she sailed with 
her lee rail just clear of the water. 

She traveled fast, and closed steadily 
upon the Shamrock I. Under the moun. 
tainous Cowal Peninsula, the land 
breeze came true and fairly fresh, and 
the yachts went down channei on what 
looked like real racing tests, in which 
the Shamrock III showed greater speed. 
Sailing in the same water and no better 
served by the wind, the chalienger 
pulled upon her rival like hauling’ in a 
rope, as the boats fetched down the | 
channel, until off Wemyss Bay Sham- 
rock III lay better to ‘the wind and 
sailed faster. During this eight miles 
she had closed on the Shamrock I by 
fully a mile, and at the same time had 
edged quite a quarter of a mile further 
to windward. Experts consider this 
performance alone sufficient to stamp 
the Shamrock III as being under the 
conditions prevailing today by far the 
fastest racer built on this side of the 
Atlantic to compete for the America's 
cup.

RUELTY TO ANIMALS. 

The Los Angeles Society for the 
Prevention of Cruelty to Animals is 
to be commended for having entered 
upon a vigorous campaign~to bring 
about the employment of ‘more hu- 
mane methods in. the transportation 
of animals to market or to slaughter. 
The crueities which have been prac- 
ticed in this respect are a disgrace in 
any civilized community, and it is to 
be hoped that the humane officers wil! 
not desist from their crusade until 
this particular form of cruelty shal! 
have been entirely done away with. 

The practice of tying the legs of 
caives and other animais together and 
piling a number of the helpless ani- 
mais into a wagon, one on top of an- 
other, like so much cordwood, and in 
this condition transporting them ten 
or fifteen miles to market or to the 
slaughter-house, is so inexpressibly 
shocking that the law’s severest pen- 
alty should be meted out to any and 
all who are guilty of such barbar'ty. 
And, quite aside from the inhumanity 
of such a proceeding, there is the san- 
itary side of the question. The flesh 
of animals so treated can hardly, in 
the nature of things, be fit for food; 
or, at all events, if not wholly un- 
fitted for food, its quality would be 
seriously impaired. 

The State law is specific in its pro- 
hibition of the practice alluded to, 
making it a misdemeanor for any per- 
son “to carry or cause to be carried 
in a vehicle or otherwise any do- 
mestic animal in a cruel or inhuman 
manner, or to permit the animal to 
be subjected to unnecessary torture, 
cruelty, or suffering of any kind.” 
This law is a good one, and it 
should*be enforced. The Los Angeles 
humane society is doing a good work 
in seeing to it that the law is en- 
forced. ‘ 


The Irishmen who are loading up 
the actors in “McFadden's Row of

RAINY MARCH. 


Many Years’ Records Broken Last 
Month—Present Big Storm May Fur- 
nish More Showers Today. 

During the past twenty-five years the 
average precipitation in Los Angeles 
has been 15.71 inches. At 5 o'clock last 
evening the total rainfall for this sea- 
son here was 15.53. At 12:20 o'clock 
this morning it was about 16 Inches. 
Last year up to this time, 16.32 inches. 
At 1 o'clock this morning the clouds 
broke and a few stars appeared at in- 
tervals after that. 

This storm has not only been an un- 
doubted wonder to the “oldest rest- 
Gent,” but has broken all the known 
March records for many years. In that 
month 6.13 inches of water fell, as 
against a March average of 2.64 inches. 
The total fall for the storm, up to 6 
p.m. at the local observation station, 
was 1.98 inches, of which 1.66 inches 
had fallen during the twenty-four 
hours just passed. 

Indications are that the storm is not 
quite over. Cloudy weather and show- 
ers may be expected today. 

“This storm appeared off the North 
Pacific Coast last Saturday,” said Ob- 
server Franklin yesterday afternoon, 
“and remained there for a few days 
before moving this way at all. It is 
now passing slowly eastward, and was 
fentered this morning in the Upper 
Missour! Valley, with a southerly ex- 
tension through Nevada to the Colo- 


rado Valley. It has given rains 
throughout the Pacific Slope and the 
mountain and plateau region. This 


morning the barometer was rising rap- 
idiy north of the Tehachepl, and with 
falling temperature indicates clearing 
weather. 

“Since morning the barometér has 
been falling slowly at Los Angeles, 
with southerly winds. At present the 
outlook is unfavgrable for clearing. 
“This rain has been general through- 


an inestimable amount of . The 
droughts of years have taken the 
moisture from the subsoll to an alarm- 
ing extent, and this rain, together with 
the other copious showers that have’ 
fallen lately, will tend to repair that 
damage by soaking deep into the earth. 
Besides benefiting Southern California, 
the good effects of this downpour will 
be felt throughout the whole State and 
in Southern Oregon. Crop prospects 
are excellent, and, if all the signs-do 
not fail, we will have a glorious year. 
Deciduous trees are giving splendid 
promise, and-orchardists will probably 
have the banner season of many 
years.” 

Last year the total rainfall to. this 
time was 16.32 inches, barely two- 
thirds of this season's precipitation, 
This month has seen but six clear daya, 
a remarkable condition for Southern 
California. Of the remaining days fif- 
teen have been rainy and ten cloudy. 
Reports from Riverside county early 
this morning are that the storm has 
broken all records for years. Riverside 
was flooded most of the night, and 
more water fell there than in any one 
day since 1889.

The act of Gov. Pardee withhoiding 
executive approval of either of the two 
bilis relating to the National Guard 
passed by the last Legislature has 
caused some s among members 
of the organization hereabouts, but 
there does not seem to be any dis - 
tion to criticise him therefor.

The organisation, arma- 
ment and discipline of the organised militia 
im the several States end Territorte® and in the 
of Colbumble shall be the same that 
which is now or may hereafter be prescribed 
for the regular and volunteer armies of the 
United States, within five vears from the date 
of the evproval of this Act. 

It will be seen from the above that 
participation heretofore or hereafter in 
the apportionment of the designated 
appropriation constitutes the ‘“regu- 
larly enlisted, organized and uniformed 
active militia of the several States, 
etc., the organised militia of the United 
States, ana that it is required that 
within five years from the date of the 
approval of the act the “organisation, 
armanent and discipline” of the organ- 
iged militia ef the United States “shail 


be the sare eae that which is now or 
may hereafter be prescribed for the 
recular and volunteer armies of the 
Untted States.” 

The annua! appropriation referred to 
in the above quotation is $1,000,000, 
which is apportioned among the States 
and Territories according to the 
strength of their military organization. 
California has always participated in 
this appropriation, its portion of it 
amounting to about $20,000 annually. 
This money has heretofore been used 
to buy from the United States certain 
military supplies. The Dick bill makes 
it available for certain other purposes. 

So far as regiments, battalions, com- 

nies, etc., are concerned, their organ. 
eation in Califognia differs from that 
of the regular army only in one par- 
ticular, a regimental inspector of rifle 

ractice being a permigsible staff officer 
n the State organization, whereas, in 
the regular army, officers are detailed 
for that duty or perform it by virtue of 
their positions. This extra staff officer 
can be eliminated State or- 
ganization by a generai order. 
It may be necessary in all of the 
States that some modification of their 
laws be made in order to bring 
the “organization, armament and dis- 
cipline” of their militia into harmony 
with that of the regular army, as the 
Dick bill requires, but five 
years from January 21, 1 in which 
to effect this. 

It is probable that Gov. Pardee 
found that both of the bills placed be- 
fore him were defective in that they 
permitted, if they did not uire, some 
divergence in the organigation, arma- 
ment and discipline of the State militia 
from that of the regular army, and 
therefore did not comply with the re- 
quirements of the Dick bill. The bill 
known as the Adjutant-General’s bil! 
provides that the National Guard “shall 
be organized, equipped and maintained 
as near as possibly in conformity with” 
the Dick bill, whereas, the Dick bill it- 
self requires complete conformity '” 
the three things designated by the 
words, “organization, armanent and 
diacipline.”’ The bill known as the 
Prescott bill authorized an organisation 
wherein two regiments of infantry or 
cavalry should constitute a brigade, 
and two brigades a division, but giving 
to the Governor the discretion to vary 
this disposition at any time he deem 
proper. This would seem to give the 
Governor at least discretionary power 
to vary the State organization from 
that of the egular army and if it does 
the Prescott bill is to that extent, at 
least, inconsistent with the Dick Dill.

BAD DAMPER! 
ON TRAVEL. 


Widespread “Demoralization 
of Traffic by Rains, 


All Overland Trains Belated by 
Impaized ‘Roadbeds. 


City and Suburban Electcic Lines 
Escape Second Tie-up—At 
Hoteis and Depots. 


Disastrous effects to the railroads 
from the prolonged and heavy rainfall 
throughout the West reached a climax 
with the renewal of the storm yester- 
day. 

Searcely an overland train reached 
this city on schedule time; through 
connections were practicaly abvoiished; 
tratlic generally was demoralized. 

The steam railroads exchanged piaces 
wita the electric lines, as compared 
with the conditions of a week ago. in 
the early days of the great storms ihe 
railroads were but siightly affected, 
but the continuance has caused wiise- 
spread damage to their roadbeds, and 
made keeping the lines in running or- 
der imposibi¢. The city and suburban 
electric lines were but slightly ham- 
pered and suffered no tle-ups, the loose 
earth having been largely washed down 
by the earlier floods. 

The demoralized condition of steam 
traffic was manifest around the hotels 
and depots yesterday. The hotel men 
simply gave up the task of trying to 
keey track of the time of the arrival 
ef overlands, contenting themselves 
~ th keeping informed on the leaving 
schedule to get their guests away on 
time. Handlers of gers and bak- 
gage camped at the depots without re- 
gard to the hours when trains were 
due. In the depots the dispatcher was 
compelled to amend the bulletins over 
and over again. 

Considering the extent of the d: mage 
by the deluge, the storm has een re- 
markably free from disasters. Only 
two wrecks were added yesterJay to 
the fatal collision of a freight traih 
with a landslide at Point Argue'io tw» 
days before. One of these ~’as the 
wrecking of a freight train beyond this 
division in the San Joaquin Valiey. anda 
the other was a smash-dp at Naud's 
Junction in this city last evening. 

The Southern Pacific was the most 
seriously affected, the Santa Fé report- 
ing soft roadbeds, but no washouts. In 
the new cuts on the Coast Line just 
beyond Santa Barbara, there were sev- 
eral smal! slides of earth which tem- 

rartly blocked the line. The Coast- 
ine overland due here at 10:45 o'clock 
Monday night, did not arrive until 
after 3 o'clock yesterday morning, 
about five hours late. The overland on 
the same line due at 12:30 yesterday 
afternoon, arrived at § o'clock. The 
through train from El Paso arrived 
here three hours late! and departure 
for the north was consequently de- 
layed from 5:20 until after & o'clock, 
The freicht wreck, slides in the moun- 
tains and washouts on the desert com- 
bined. caused the fast Ow! train to 
arrive here at 4:39 o'clock yesterday 
afternoon, instead of 8:55 a.m. 

On the Santa Fé route the through 
trains were all late, the Limited, due at 
po.m., arriving at about §:15 o'clock. 
Much of the time lost by the Santa Fé 
trains was spent beyond the borders 
of this State. and passengers arriving 
last night report having passed th 
heavy rain storms all the way to (Ch: 


ceed over the tracks at greatly reduced 
speed to prevent disaster from the 
impaired roadbed. 

Local traffic on all steam roads in 
Seuthern California has suffered but 
slitcht interruption, the lighter trains 
coming very near to maintaining the 
schedules. 

The derailment of a freight train at 
Neud Junction, at the intersection of 
Main and Alameda streets, last even- 
ing. caused several hours’ delay of all 
traffic. The wreck occurred at a place 
which blockaded not only the main- 
line tracks along Alameda, but also 
the tracks used by east-bound trains. 


Limit nd the Colton Flyer were tied 
up behind the wreck. The derailment 
is sald to have been due to the spread- 
ing of the track as a result of the soft- 
ening of the roadbed by the heavy 
rains. No person was injured and the 
property loss was trivial.

STEP NEARER 
BIG HALL. 


Primary Session of Joint 
Committee Today. 


Municipal Offices and Library 
May not Be Part. 


Entire City Block Required as 
Site jor Buiiding— Plans 
Suggested. 


There will be no Cit-e Hall annex nor 
Public Library in the proposed new 
convention hall. Members of the new- 
ly-appointed Convention Hall Commit- 
tee, who have been studying the ques- 
tion individually, say it will be im- 
practicable to incorporate municipal 
offices and the library in the bullding. 
However great may be the demand for 
better quarters for the library and for 
additional room for city offices, they 
say there is no likelihood that arrange- 
ments will be made to provide these 
accommodations in the projected struc- 
ture. 

Informal discussion has developed 
the fact that the five members of the 
committee appointed by the Council 
Monday are pretty generally agreed on 
a building that shall be unique, and 
that any attempt to make it a com- 
bination office building, library and 
hall would result in defeating the ob- 


jects of the proposed bond issue. 

The Convention Hall Committee 
and the Bullding Committee of the 
Council will hold their first joint meet- 
ing today and expect to discuss the 
bond issue authoriged by the last Lr«- 
isiature and to take preliminary steps 
for submitting the matter to the peo- 
ple. The amount of the issue is one of 
the first questi@Ms to be determined. 
The law states no amount, and it 
rests with the joint committee to de- 
termine what it shall be. It is gener- 
ally supposed that the amount will be 
$500,000, although $750,000 has been sug- 
gested. Other powers of the joint com- 
mittee are to select a site for the loca- 
tion of the proposed hall; to decide 
upon its plan and cost; to engage in 
ite construction and to have the man- 
agement of the completed § structure, 
subject always to the control and su- 
pervision of ihe Council. 

TO COVER AN ENTIRE BLOCK. 

“We must have an entire block for 


the building,” said Charles Bilent, a 
member of the Convention Hall Com- 
mittee, yesterday. “Anything less 
would be inadequate for the purpose 
intended. Where that block may be ls 
@ mere matter of speculation at this 
time, although several sites are in 
view. This much may be said, how- 
ever: the bullding will be located aa 
centrally as the cost of land and the 
desirability of tocation. will permit. 
The hall must be accessible to street- 
car lines, the more the better: it should 
be in a favored part of the city, and it 
is extremely desirable that there be 
wide streets on all sides, In order that 
large crowds may make their ingress 
and egress with comfort and prompt- 


ness. 

“A plan under contemplation by the 
committee.” said Mr. Silent, “is to in- 
terest leading local architects. persons 
of artistic taste, and those who are fa- 
miliar with the requirements of a large 
hall of this nature, and from them toe 
obtain advice and suggestions for the 
carrying out of the pian. The archi- 
tects might submit designs based on 
the suggestions of those who could 
formulaté ideas with respect to the ex- 
ternal beauty of the building, while 
musicians and those versed in acous- 
tics and other needs could make such 
sugsesone as would be necessary to 
make the égternal arrangements per- 
fect.

“One idea is to erect a building that 
not only could be used for conventions, 
but for concerts, horse shows and 
gatherings of every nature, something 
Bfter the style of Madison Square Gar- 
den at New York. For instance, it has 
been suggested that the building be so 
constructed that vehicles could be 
driven in from the street and sibly 
around an arena in the center. 
arrangement as this would be espe- 
clally desirable during a Fiesta. Pa- 
rades could pass through the bulldingt 
and there be viewed in comfert by 
probably 29,000 persons. 

“It is suggested, also, that the bulld- 
ing be equipped with an immense or- 
gan and other conveniences for mu- 
sicians. If this were done it is not 
unlikely that Los Angeles would re- 
ceive annual visits from the Thomas 
Orchestra of Chicago, and other large 
musical organizations. Popular con- 
certs, with admission at a low price, 
also would be possible, and the city 
would be able to afford residents and 
visitors some other entertainment aside 
from ball games and prize fights. It 
may not be generally known, but a Los 
Angeles manufacturer is building the 
largest organ in the world for the Kan- 
eas City Convention Hall. re is no 
reason why we should not have its 
duplicate or better. 

“The hall should be bullt on broad 
lines. Its nature should be such as to 
attract world-wide attention, even as 
the Kansas City hall has directed at- 
tention to that city. The benefits to 
Los Angeles would be feit immediately 
and they would be far greater than 
these felt by Kansas City or other 
cities which do not possess the natural 
attractions of Los Angeles. Persons 
coming to 
convention would remain weeks where 
they remain days in other cities, The 
National Educational Convention of 
four years ago demonstrated this fact. 
It is asserted on authority that 
more than $1,000,000 was left in Los 
Angeles by attendants at that meet. 
ing. One bank alone reported that its 
deposits for that summer were $230. 900 
In excess of those of the summer he. 
fore. a fact that was attributed solely 
to the convention. 
THREE-QUARTERS OF A MILLION. 
“Three-quarters of a million dollars,” 
sald Mr. Silent, “would pay for the en- 
tire project, including site, building 
and furnishings.

picked up on the unds to add to 
their covering, and in no case is there 
more than one sheet to a bed. 

“The rooms are generally covered 
with dust, showing that the sweeping 
has been to some extent neglected. We 
find many of the doors*without knobs, 
the same being opened with nails and 
pieces of bent wire. Some of the doors

Trout Bent on Change. 


Coroner Trout has ineugurated & 
movement for stricter observance of 
the rules relating to the moving of 
bodies of persons meeting sudden 
death. Much confusion has been 
caused in his office during the past 
few weeks through the indiscriminate 
removal of dead bodies, and in many 
cases it has been found impossible to 
conduct inquests with the degree of 
thoroughness contemplated by law. 
Undertakers, ever watchful for bust- 
ness, have rushed into residences and 
boardinig-houses where sudden deaths 
have occurred, taken the subjects 
away, and in the course of several 
employés have carted man 
oe y the scenes of fatal acci- 
dents and failed in some cases to make 
any report direct to the proper offi- 
cial. 

Several instances of recent date are 
cited, wherein the Coroner received in-, 
formation only in a t way 
long after the occurrence of fatalities 
that required official investigati on. 
The murder committed by the Santa 
Monica car robbers on the night of 
March 21 was not reported to the Cor- 
oner at all. He read of it in the news- 

ra of the following morning, and 
fn the mean time the body of the vic- 
tim had been carried from Los An- 
geles to Santa Monica and return. The 
Coroner had no opportunity to sum- 
mon such witnesses as he desired and 
his investigation naturally was haim- 
pered to a considerable extent. 

Other cases of which he received no 
notice until the following day, and 
then only indirectly, were those of a 
man kilied by a Santa Monica car on 
Sixteenth street two weeks ago and 
of a laborer killed Monday at Piaya 
del Rey. Undertakers had the bodies 
long before the Coroner had an oppor- 
tunity to view them. 

“My office is well organized for im- 
mediate response to every call mate 
on it.” sald Dr. Trout yesterday, “and 
there is no good reason why I should 
not receive prompt notice of every sud- 
den death that requires my attention. 
It is absolutely necessary that I should 
be notified at once if proper resuits 
are to be obtained In Investigations. 
“While my relations with the under- 
takers of the city are most pleasant, 
I must insist that they notify me 
promptly of any Coroner's Cases that 
may come into their hands. )f they 
continue to break rules I shall tight- 
en the requirements, and when they 
take a body from any placc without 
givinig me notice I shall insist that
